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SUMMARY:    Again,  as  in  1940,  there  v/as  a  comparatively  light  movement  of  the  1941 

grain  and  dry  tean  crops  during  the  early  part  of  the  marketing  year  and 
a  heavier  than  usual  movement  during  the  closing  months  according  to  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Sconomics.  Exceptions 
were  flaxseed  v^hich  flowed  to  market  at  a  high  rate  in  July  and  August  and  rye  which 
followed  a  near  normal  pattern.    Unfavorable  harve<=ting  weather  in  the  fall  of  1941, 
together  with  more  attractive  prices  as  the  mp.rketing  season  progressed  caused  the 
shift  to  relatively  heavy  marketings  later  in  the  season  for  fall  harvested  crops. 
These  factors  resulted  in  a  more  even  distribution  of  sales  over  the  marketing  year 
and  in  a  higher  return  to  farmers  "because  of  the  larger  volume  moving  later  in  the 
year  at  higher  prices. 

The  Bureau's  estiraptep  are  based  on  return?;  from  interior  mills,  elevators  and  ware- 
houses shov/ing  o^oantities  purchased  from  farmers  by  months  and  on  returns  from  farm- 
ers shov;ing  sales  by  nonths.     Bata  are  shown  for  the  United  States  and  for  the 
leading  marketing  States.    For  the  United  Sta.tee^  comparative  data  axe  shown  for  the 
1940-41  crop  marketing  season  in  each  case  and  for  the  average  of  the  10-year  period, 
1920-31  to  1939-40  for  nost  crons.     Sales  by  States  are  estinated  on  the  basis  of  a 
IS-month  marketing  se??un.     Since  some  crops  are  harvested  and  move  to  market  earlier 
from  some  States  than  from  others,  the  marketing  periods  for  the  entire  country  cover 
13  or  14  months  for  some  crops. 


WHEAT;     Sales  of  wheat  in  the  five  months  of  normally  heaviest  marketings,  June  to 
October,  v^ere  60  percent  of  total  sales  in  the  1941-42  crop  marketing  year. 
Sales  in  these  months  of  the  preceding  year  were  56  percent,  and  the  10-year 
(l9?0-x'^9)  average  is  69  percent.     Sales  during  the  five  winter  months,  November  to 
March,  were  above  average,  reflecting  in  part  thfe- movement  into  trade  channels  of 
loan  v;heat  redeemed  by  farmers.     The  rate  of  movement  during  April,  May,  and  June 
was  much  lighter  than  in  each  of  the  two  preceding  seasons  when  due  to  heavy  re- 
demption of  loan  vrheat  marketings  in  these  months  were  quite  heavy.
